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FOBEIGN  HEWS  ON  APPLES 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


The  British  market  for  American  apples  as  reflected  by  the  Liverpool 
auction  of  February  16  was  characterized  by  a  slow  demand  for  stock  that 
was  not  in  the  best  of  condition  but  an  active  demand  and  high  prices  for 
good  condition  fruit  according  to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Ed?' in  Smith, 
the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Practically  all  of  the  barrel- 
ed stock  was  in  unsatisfactory  condition.     Virginia  Yellow  New towns  and 
New  York  Ehode  Island  Greenings  were  the  only  exceptions.    The  condition 
of  the  boxed  varieties  was  gocd.    Prices  for  most  barreled  stock  in  general 
were  slightly  lower  because  of  the  variable  condition  of  much  of  the  fruit. 
Prices  paid  for  boxed  apples,  however,  were  higher. 

Virginia  Yellow  Newtowns  topped  the  market,  A-2|  inch  sizes  bring- 
ing from  $7.30  to  $8.03  per  barrel,  the  best  price  paid  for  barreled  stock 
since  last  September.    Extra  Fancy  Yellow  Newt owns  from  Oregon  brought 
$3.53  to  $3.59  per  box.     In  general  it  can  be  stated  that  the  demand  was 
active  for  Washington  Winesaps  and  Oregon  and  Virginia  Yellow  Newtowns, 
good  for  Virginia  Winesaps ,  moderate  for  Virginia  Yorks,  New  York  G-reenings 
and  Baldwins  and  Maine  Baldwins,  and  slow  for  New  York  Ben  Davis  and  Vir- 
ginia Stayman  Winesaps. 

New  York  Ehode  Island  G-reenings  and  Virginia  York  Imperials  were  in 
heavy  supply.     The  Greenings  were  in  good  condition  but  considerable  quan- 
tities of  the  Yorks  were  badly  scalded.     The  demand  for  these  varieties 
was  only  moderate,  A-2|-  inch  Greenings  in  good  condition  bringing  from 
$5.84  to  $6.22  per  barrel  as  against  $6.31  to  $7.30  last  week,  and  the 
Yorks,  $5.35  to  $6.08  as  against  $4.62  to  $5.60  last  week.    Badly  scalded 
Yorks  brought  $3.65  to  $4.56  per  barrel.    Those  packed  in  shredded  oil 
paper  were  practically  free  of  scald.    The  Yorks  are  showing  a  few  slacks, 
states  Mr.  Smith.    The  depreciation  on  slack  barrels  is  50^.  Virginia 
Winesaps,  New  York  Baldwins  and  Ben  Davis,  Washington  Winesaps  and  Oregon 
Yellow  Newtowns  were  in  moderate  suooly.     Only  light  supplies  of  Virginia 
Yellow  Newtowns,  Stayman  Winesaps  and  Maine  Baldwins  were  available  for 
the  auction. 

The  demand  for  American  apples  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  being  weak- 
ened by  heavy  supplies  of  Nova  Scotian  Starks,  states  Mr.  Smith.  Starks 
in  good  condition  are  selling  at  from  $4,62  to  $5.11  per  barrel.  Lower 
grade  Starks  are  bringing  from  $3.41  to  $4.38  per  barrel.     The  demand  for 
Pacific  Northwest  Pears  is  being  weakened  by  the  available  supplies  of 
Bartlett  pears  from  South  Africa.    The  Winter  Nellis  brought  from  $3.16  to 
$3.41  per  box  on  the  Liverpool  auction  as  against  $3.28  to  $3.65  per  box 
last  week.     Florida  grapefruit  brought  $6.08  to  $7.30  per  case  as  against 
$7.30  to  $8.88  last  week.    The  demand  for  Spanish  oranges  is  showing  some 
strength  because  of  the  fact  that  only  moderate  supplies  of  good  condition 
fruit  are  available.    Fruit  in  good  condition  is  bringing  $4.38  to  $5.84 
per  half-case  of  about  110  pounds.
